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Local residents 
get ready for 
another battle 
at Island Farm

RESIDENTS fight¬ 
ing the new Island 
Farm development 
plans have banded 
together to form a 
new action group. 

The Island Farm 
Campaign for Action is a 
successor to the Island 
Farm Action Group, 
which fought off earlier 
attempts to build a sport¬ 
ing complex on the land. 

Amanda Roderick, 
who is a member, said it 
was felt that the old 
group had done a fantas¬ 
tic job, but it was time for 
some new people to carry 
the banner. 

“We are combining the 
best of both worlds - the 
experience of the previ¬ 
ous group, who are giv¬ 
ing us help and advice, 
with some new blood,” 
she said. 

“Our first task is to 


alert people that a 
scheme that many 
thought dead and buried 
is very much alive.” 

A new date has now 
been set for Bridgend 
planners to consider the 
application from HD Ltd 
of Merthyr Mawr Road - 
the Hegarty family’s 
development company. 

The application, being 
considered at the meeting 
of the development con¬ 
trol committee on June 
16, would see the devel¬ 
opment of a number of 
sports and leisure facili¬ 
ties on the site. 

These include: 

• A 15,000-seat rugby 
league stadium. 

• A 2,000-seat foot¬ 
ball stadium, plus two 
extra pitches. 

• A 5,000-seat rugby 
union stadium, plus three 


outdoor training pitches. 

• An indoor tennis 
centre, plus 10 outdoor 
courts. 

• An indoor 4G train¬ 
ing pitch and sports hall, 
offering badminton, 
squash and other sports. 

• An indoor swim¬ 
ming pool. 

The scheme includes 
an extension to the 
adjoining science park. 

The site would be 
accessed by a new junc¬ 
tion, controlled by traffic 
lights off the A48, and an 
internal road would link 
the site with the science 
park, giving secondary 
access to the complex 
from Ewenny Road. 

Mrs Roderick said that 
residents were very con¬ 
cerned about the pro¬ 
posed traffic arrange¬ 
ments. She said that what 


was being proposed for 
the Ewenny Road round¬ 
about would make life 
impossible for people 
living around it. 

She explained: “They 
are saying that they will 
put three lanes in on the 
road leading towards the 
roundabout from town. 

“They will have to 
widen the road outside 
where I and other resi¬ 
dents live. 

“It also means that we 
will lose the area where 
we turn our cars, to be 
able to pull out in for¬ 
ward gear. It will make it 
impossible to get out of 
our drives - especially if 
traffic levels increase.” 

Other proposals 
include preventing 
motorists turning right at 
the roundabout on the 
approach from the 
Laleston end, which the 
campaign claims will 
cause huge problems for 
people living in the lower 
Ewenny Road area of 
Bridgend.

Council 
meeting 
is put off 

THE public meeting 
to discuss Portheawl 
regeneration, which 
is being called by 
the town council, 
has been postponed. 

The plan was scup¬ 
pered when officers from 
BCBC refused to attend. 

Instead, the council is 
organising its own infor¬ 
mation exercise about 
the regeneration, which 
includes an exhibition 
and a special newsletter 
but not a public meeting. 

However, council 
leader David Deere said 
that they were still deter¬ 
mined to have a meeting. 

“We will stage it 
when the council has 
been able to obtain more 
information about what’s 
going on. 

“These are develop¬ 
ments which have been 
shrouded in secrecy, but 
until we have some idea 
of what’s happening, it’s 
pointless calling a meet¬ 
ing. ” 


Borough plan to bring 
in parking wardens? 


THE ruling Labour group on 
Bridgend County Borough 
Council (BCBC) is to consider 
whether or not to bring in council 
parking wardens. 

Coun Phil White told Maesteg 
Town Council that the party was 
considering whether or not to 
include this in its manifesto for next 
year’s council elections. He said it 
would be on the agenda for the 
group to consider. 

There have been no traffic war¬ 
dens in the borough since the end of 
December when South Wales Police 
decided to stop enforcement of park¬ 
ing regulations. 

At that point, BCBC decided 
against taking on its own wardens, 


because of problems in other coun¬ 
cils where losses have been incurred 
on such services. 

However, the council said it would 
monitor the parking situation and 
police have said that they will book 
motorists if officers feel they are 
obstructing the highway. 

PCSOs can also be tasked to give 
out tickets if it is a PACT priority in 
a particular area. 

The town council had raised the 
problem of cars parking randomly 
in the town centre. Coun Bill May 
said that the police were not really 
interested, although they may send 
out the PCSOs once a month. 

Coun Terry Mizen said that if 
there were problems, people should 
raise them at PACT meetings.

Welsh Guards to receive 
Freedom of the borough 


IN a colourful ceremo¬ 
ny next month, the 1st 
Battalion Welsh 
Guards will be award¬ 
ed the Freedom of 
Bridgend county bor¬ 
ough - as a “gesture of 
support for the armed 
forces and the Welsh 
Guards’ special rela¬ 
tionship with the 
area.” 

There will be a formal 
presentation on May 11, 
outside Bridgend County 
Borough Council’s Civic 
Offices, followed by a 
parade through the town 
centre. 

Residents and school- 
children are being urged 
to give up their lunchtime 
to come out and cheer on 
the servicemen and 
women as they march. 

Council leader, Coun 
Mel Nott, said: “Bridgend 
county borough has a 
proud tradition of support¬ 
ing our troops and last 
year the 1st Battalion 
Welsh Guards were over¬ 
whelmed by the public’s 
response to their ‘wel¬ 
come home’ march 
through Bridgend. 

“We have deliberately 
scheduled this special 
Freedom ceremony 
around lunchtime, in the 
hope that we will once 
again have hundreds, if 
not thousands of people, 
hning the streets to sup¬ 
port them. 

“These men and 
women courageously 
undertake their duties in 
some of the world’s most 
dangerous places and we 
should never forget or 
underestimate their brav¬ 
ery.” 

The Welsh Guards will 
march out from the Bowls 
Hall car park next to 
Bridgend Recreation 
Centre at 12.30pm and 
along Angel Street to the 
Civic Offices, where, at 
about 12.35pm, the 
Mayor of Bridgend coun¬ 
ty borough, Coun Colin 


Teesdale, will be invited 
to inspect the parade. 

After prayers, the 
Mayor will read the reso¬ 
lution of Bridgend County 
Borough Council (BCBC) 
to offer Freedom of the 
county borough to the 
Welsh Guards, and he will 
then address the parade, 
before presenting the 
Freedom Scroll and 
receiving a general salute 
from the assembled sol¬ 
diers. 

The Battalion will turn 
and march across the 
bridge at Water Street and 
along Queen Street, 
Caroline Street, Adare 
Street and Wyndham 
Street to the war memori¬ 
al at Dunraven Place, 
saluting the Lord 
Lieutenant Kate Thomas 
outside Barclays Bank, 
before finally marching 
back over the Water Street 
bridge. 


The council has warned 
that there will be a num¬ 
ber of road closures while 
the parade is taking place. 
Signs will be erected and 
South Wales Police will 
be on hand to advise driv¬ 
ers. 

Cars will not be able to 
enter Angel Street 
between Sunnyside Road 
and the A473 dual car¬ 
riageway (Langenau 
Strasse) or access the 
Rhiw multi storey car 
park for a short period 
while the parade is taking 
place. 

The Bowls Hall car 
park will be closed until 
2pm, although the leisure 
pool car parks and the 
main car park in front of 
the recreation centre will 


be open as normal. 

Over the last eight 
years, the 1st Battalion 
Welsh Guards have com¬ 
pleted tours to Bosnia, 
Kosovo, Northern Ireland, 
Iraq and most recently 
Afghanistan. 

Tragically, the 

Battalion lost seven men 
in their last campaign, 
including Lance Corporal 
Dane Elson (22) and 
Lance-Sergeant Tobie 
Fasfous (29) both from 
the Bridgend area. 

Mayor Teesdale added: 
“Wednesday, May 11, will 
be a special day in the his¬ 
tory of Bridgend county 
borough. I hope that 
everyone will join us in 
showing our support for 
the Welsh Guards.”

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BACK LANES IN MAESTEG: 

Who is responsible? 
town council asks 


THE thorny ques¬ 
tion of back lanes 
and who is liable to 
repair them has 
again been raised at 
Maesteg Town 
Council. 

A resident of Bedw 
Street in Caerau pointed 
out that the lane was pre¬ 
viously maintained by 
the borough council as it 
was the main access to a 
council yard, which is 
now occupied by a local 
builders’ merchant. 

As a result, heavy 
vehicles constantly use 
the land. It has also been 
flooded several times 
when the river has over¬ 
flowed and this has 
caused further damage. 

The resident stated 
that five years ago, a

large hole appeared 
which the council filled, 
even though they said 
that the lane was 
unadopted. It was classed 
as a dangerous hazard. 

Residents have made 
repeated attempts to get 
BCBC to repair the lane, 
but the council says that 
the lane is unadopted and 
there is nothing the coun¬ 
cil can do about it. 

Residents argue that 
this lane is the only 
vehicular access to num¬ 
bers 23 to 26 Bedw Street 
and is used by emergency 
vehicles and refuse lor¬ 
ries. It is also used by 
pedestrians going to the 
Filco supermarket. The 
residents have asked the

town council for help. 

Coun Phil White stat¬ 
ed he and other members 
had been dealing with 
this problem. He said it 
was one of those unfortu¬ 
nate cases where the lane 
was never adopted. 

The Environment 
Agency and the National 
Rivers Authority had also 
been involved because of 
the proximity of the river, 
but no-one would accept 
responsibility for the 
repairs. 

Coun White said that 
if the town council got 
involved, he did not see 
what could be done 
unless the council com¬ 
mitted itself to paying for 
the repairs. 

Coun Terry Mizen 
pointed out that there 
should be some records 
going back to the days of 
the old Maesteg UDC 
about this lane - unless 


they had been conve¬ 
niently ‘lost’. 

“Perhaps there is a 
responsibility on them to 
do this. Can we find out 
when it was used as an 
access to the council 
yard, because it would 
have been looked after 
then by the council. If so, 
it would still be in effect 
now.” 

Coun Bill May said 
that the highway authori¬ 
ty in those days was 
Glamorgan County 
Council and they never 
adopted it. He added that 
most back lanes in the 
town are in a similar 
position. 

Coun White felt that 
the town council would 
set a dangerous prece¬ 
dent if it paid for this 
lane. 

It was agreed to write 
to BCBC about the lane.

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Double success for 
pupil referral unit 


BRIDGEND Pupil Referral Unit (PRU) 
has been awarded its first Green Flag 
and the Basic Skills Quality Standard. 

The school received the Eco Schools Green 
Flag award for introducing energy saving meas¬ 
ures, including a survey designed to save water 
by keeping a tally of the number of toilet flushes 
during an average week! 

Deputy head teacher, Amy Pearce explained: 
“We had plastic bottles installed in the cisterns 
of all toilets to reduce the amount of water used 
with each flush by one litre. Pupils then marked 
a tally chart on the wall after each flush and we 
passed the data on to maths class, where stu¬ 
dents calculated how much water was saved in a 
year. So far, we have saved over 5,000 litres!” 

Pupils have also made a real effort to increase 
the amount they recycle, save energy by switch¬ 
ing off appliances not in use and holding regular 
school grounds action days to tidy, weed and 
paint outdoor areas. 

The school has also been awarded the Basic 
Skills Quality Standard, for its commitment to 
developing the literacy and numeracy of learn¬ 
ers. Schools must meet five standards designed 
to ensure that all learners leave education with 
the skills necessary to fulfil their potential.

AN important pedestrian link 
in Porthcawl is to get a facelift. 

The subway that links John Street 
with Station Hill has been awarded a 
grant from the Welsh Assembly 
Government, so that it can be upgrad¬ 
ed. 

The entrance will be landscaped, 
internal lighting repaired and murals 
will be painted on both internal and 
external walls, designed by local 
schoolchildren. 

Porthcawl SHOUT has been 
involved in the campaign to get action 
after residents complained about litter 
and vermin in the undergrowth near the 
entrance by the bus stops. 

Local traders have also said that the 
subway is an unattractive environment 
which discourages shoppers from 
walking to John Street to the niche¬ 
trading hub in Station Hill. 

Porthcawl SHOUT has worked with 
the town centre manager Rhiannon 
Kingsley and has gained support from 


the town council and the chamber of 
trade for this project. 

Des Rees, chairman of Porthcawl 
SHOUT, said that this was an excellent 
first project for the group and demon¬ 
strated their commitment to working in 
partnership with BCBC and the Welsh 
Assembly on behalf of the residents of 
the town. 

He added; “The improvement to the 
subway will enhance safety for every¬ 
one, improve the surrounding environ¬ 
ment and will create a feature for John 
Street to support traders in the immedi¬ 
ate locality.” 

Rhiannon Kingsley said that 
approaches have already been made to 
local artists to work with the children 
to come up with some unique and 
colourful designs. 

Gary Victor is the project manager 
for Porthcawl SHOUT and he said that 
work will start as soon as grant proce¬ 
dures are finalised. The work should be 
completed by early summer.

Man is jailed 
after beagles 
starve to death

An unemployed 
Maesteg man has 
been jailed for four 
months and banned 
indefinitely from 
owning or keeping all 
animals, after plead¬ 
ing guilty at 

Bridgend Magistrates 
Court to causing 
unnecessary suffering 
to four beagle dogs 

On Monday, April 
18, magistrates heard 
that on September 28 
last year, an RSPCA 
officer attended the 
home of Andrew 
Bethley, aged 44, in 
Caerau, Maesteg. 

During the visit, 
three dead beagle dogs 
were discovered, along 
with an emaciated dog 
of the same breed. 

The animals were 
taken for veterinary 
inspection, where it 
was confirmed that the 
three dogs had starved 


to death. 

The fourth dog was 
found to be in an ema¬ 
ciated state, due to mal¬ 
nutrition, and could 
barely stand. 

In his defence, the 
court was told that the 
defendant was in 
receipt of medical 
treatment for alcohol 
addiction and had suf¬ 
fered the loss of both 
parents in the past 12 
months. 

RSPCA inspector 
Nic de Celis said: “This 
has been a harrowing 
case, and the suffering 
inflicted on these ani¬ 
mals is unimaginable. 

“We take no pleas¬ 
ure in the prison sen¬ 
tence imposed on the 
defendant, but it does 
reflect the gravity of his 
failure to care for his 
animals.”

The council initially 
raised no objections to 
the proposal from Gary 
Evans of GE Carpentry 
Services at the Forge 
Industrial Estate to 
install the burner and a 
30-fi high chimney at 
the site. 

Residents of Pentyla, 
which is the street near¬ 
est to the factory, have 
since visited the council 
to express opposition to 
the plans. 

They point out that 
the chimney will end at 
the height of the back 
gardens in the street, 
which is built on higher 
ground. 

It would be below 
their rooftops so they 
feared that the smoke 
emissions could cause 
health and respiratory 
problems. 


The furnace would be 
operated 24-7 in what 
was a residential area.

“We are quite in 
order to support their 
concerns. We previously 
only commented on the 
height of the chimney. 

“We should send this 
down to BCBC as a fur¬ 
ther observation. ” 

Coun Gareth Howells 
said that while the 
council wanted to sup¬ 
port a private company 
that provided valuable 
jobs in the valley, they 
had to ensure that the 
environment was prop¬ 
erly protected. 

He said that the 
county borough should 
ensure that the relevant 
regulations were being 
complied with.

Southern Cross runs 
Southmead in South 
Comelly, Blackmill in 
the Ogmore Valley, 
Abergarw in Brynmenyn 
and Glanffrwd in 
Pencoed. Between them, 
they offer hundreds of 
beds to elderly people in 
the borough. 

The company has 
been in difficulties and 
social services chiefs 
across the country have 
been drawing up contin¬ 
gency plans. The firm 
operates 750 homes 
which provide care for 
31,000 people. 

A spokesman for 
BCBC said that it was 
aware of the current dif¬ 
ficulties being experi- 


plans as a precautionary 
measure to ensure that 
services will continue as 
normal. 

A council spokesman 
added: “Residents can 
be assured that in the

The other girl was 
checked out by para¬ 
medics at the scene. 

The association’s

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Airport looks 
on the bright 
side as bmibahy 
flies away! 


CARDIFF Airport 
was looking on the 
bright side last 
week, when news 
came that the low- 
cost airline bmiba- 
by was pulling out. 

The airline currently 
flies to 10 European des¬ 
tinations from Cardiff, 
and this will cease at the 
end of the summer. 

However, in a state¬ 
ment the airport pointed 
out that bmibahy had 
seen its passenger num¬ 
bers in Cardiff fall, from 
34 per cent of total pas¬ 
sengers in 2006/07, to 
less than 14 per cent in 
2011 . 

A spokeswoman said: 
“Cardiff Airport is disap¬ 
pointed, albeit unsur¬ 
prised, at bmibahy’s 
decision to withdraw 
from Wales altogether. 

“The airline has also 
announced it is with¬ 
drawing from 

Manchester Airport. 

“Since 2002, both 
Cardiff Airport and the 
Welsh Assembly 

Government have pro¬ 
vided significant support 
for bmibahy to operate in 
Wales as the nation’s low 
cost carrier - only to see 
this announcement. 

“It is regrettable that 
bmibahy has cited the 
economic climate as its 
reasons for withdrawing 
both in Manchester and 
Cardiff, as both regions 
have demonstrated

“Cardiff Airport looks 
forward to working with 
other airlines and other 
partners in order to facil¬ 
itate increased opportuni¬ 
ties going forward.

Hutt, said: “It is very sad 
that bmibahy is leaving 
Cardiff Airport. Although 
they had run-down their 
presence and scheduled 
flights at Cardiff over the 
past couple of years they 
will be a loss - both in 
terms of services for cus¬ 
tomers in south Wales 
and in revenue for the 
airport. 

“It is essential that one 
or more new operators 
are secured and I’m cer¬ 
tain that the new 
Assembly Government 
will be working closely 
with Abertis - the air¬ 


port’s owners - to 
enhance the number of 
routes to and from 
Cardiff.” 

The Conservative 
Assembly candidate for 
the Vale, Angela Jones- 
Evans, said that her party 
had made a manifesto 
pledge to seek to estab¬ 
lish a direct air link 
between Wales and North 
America. 

She said: “As US 
companies remain the 
biggest group of inward 
investors in the south 
Wales economy, there 
could well be a case 
made for such a route. 

“Given the importance 
of an international airport 
to the Vale economy, the 
attraction and retention 
of foreign direct 
investors, as well as the 
development of tourism,

Once noted for 
salmon fishing and 
exporting timber which 
was shipped to Milford 
Haven and Plymouth, 
the waterfront originally 
had a quay, stone and 
timber pier and a slip¬ 
way. 

When the south Wales 
main railway line, which 
runs through the hamlet 
was built in 1851, every¬ 
thing except the quay on 
the landward side of the 
railway was destroyed. 

Gatcombe’s most 
famous resident was 
allegedly the Elizabethan 
mariner Sir Erancis 
Drake (1540-1596) who 
sailed around the world 
in his ship, the Golden 
Hind. 

The group stopped for 
lunch where they had 
fine views across the 
Severn Estuary to 
Sharpness, famed for the 
Gloucester and

Gritting factors to be considered

Curtis’ letter in The 
GEM on April 14. 

The report presented 
to scrutiny committee 
(economy and environ¬ 
ment) on April 5 dealt 
with, amongst other 
issues, the gritting of 
roads in the Vale of 
Glamorgan. 

It set out the criteria 
used when deciding 
whether any additional 
roads should be added to 
the gritting schedule. 

Currently, 43 per cent 
of the highway network 
is treated. Whilst no 
guidance has been given 


by the Wales Audit 
Office, the English Audit 
Office recommends that 
highway authorities 
should routinely treat 
between 25 per cent and 
38 per cent of roads. 

It is not, however, 
possible to treat all 
roads. Estate and other 
minor roads without an 
appreciable gradient are 
generally not treated. 

It is also not possible 
to treat all bus routes. 

During the cold spell, 
and in particular 
between December 17- 
28, 2010, we spoke to 
officers about the provi¬ 
sion of grit bins and also 
made requests for certain 
roads in Dyfan ward to 


be treated. 

The issue, however, 
has to be looked at 
strategically, and is 
dependent on available 
workforce, equipment 
and the availability of 
salt. 

On April 5, committee 
was informed that the 
winter maintenance 
budget had been over¬ 
spent by £300,000. 

Clearly, the financial 
position also has to be 
considered. 

No decision has yet 
been taken as to whether 
or not there will be any 
changes to the schedule 
for 2011/12. The deci¬ 
sion will be made by 
officers in consultation 


with the cabinet member 
for visible and building 
services. 

Clare Curtis should be 
aware of this as her hus¬ 
band, Coun Rob Curtis, 
was, of course, the cabi¬ 
net member for visible 
and building services 
between 2006 and 2008. 

We will continue to 
actively press for 
Meggitt Road and 
Winston Road to be 
included in the schedule 
for 2011/12 and will 
keep residents informed 
as to progress.

Fourth outing of this horror franchise 
is certainly nothing to Scream about! 


W: 


HAT’S your 
favourite 
scary 

movie” - was spoken 
at the start of 1996’s 
Scream, it marked a 
watershed in the hor¬ 


ror genre. 

Taking a gentle poke 
at the conventions of 
the horror film, while 
similarly creating a 
whole new set of scares, 
the franchise delivered 
two sequels, the second 
living up to the first, 
while the third followed 
the traditional law of 
diminishing returns. 

So it is all the more 
surprising that 11 years 
later, the fourth Scream 
movie hits cinemas. 


Reuniting the original’s 
director, Wes Craven, 
and writer, Kevin 
Williamson, 10 years 
have passed since the 
murders, and Sidney 
Prescott (Neve 
Campbell), returns to 
the town of Woodsboro 
to promote her new 
book. 

However, Sidney’s 
return soon sees a spate 
of murders that draw in 
cast members old and 
new (including 
Courtney Cox, David 
Arquette, Emma 
Roberts and Hayden 
Panettiere)... 

As knowing as the 
original Scream was, its 
impact has diluted in 
the past decade with the 


horror genre falling into 
a grisly phase with the 
likes of Hostel and the 
Saw films. 

So its reappearance 
was seemingly a state¬ 
ment of intent from Wes 
Craven and Kevin 
Williamson that no mat¬ 
ter how much gore and 
shock value a film may 
have, it can’t beat the 
slasher template for 
jumps and scares. 

It is a statement that 
rings hollows based on 
the evidence here, as 
Scream 4 is an all-too 
perfunctory retread of 
past glories, and though 
it seems in part it is the 
intention to parody 
itself, the end result just 
doesn’t cut it (excuse 


the pun). 

That both Craven and 
Williamson were 
involved is a testament 
to the fact that they felt 
this was ground worth 
revisiting, and while 
Williamson’s script 
bristles with digs at the 
way horror films have 
gone over the past 
decade, and knowing 
winks at the way genre 
rules have changed as a 
result, it all too often 
feels like an update of 
the original, rather than 
a film in its own right. 

Craven is well at 
home with post-mod¬ 
ernism, having also 
helmed the return of 
Freddie Krueger from 
sequel-hell in New 


Nightmare, a film that 
similarly took digs at 
the genre that fed it. 
While he obviously 
directs with a relish for 
bloodletting, there are 
very few real jumps and 
scares, the murders feel¬ 
ing too built-up and 
lacking any punch. 

The cast, like any 
slasher film, are there 
more for looks than act¬ 
ing performances, but 
the returning triumvirate 
of Neve Campbell, 
Courtney Cox and 
David Arquette all fit 
back into their roles 
with aplomb, albeit with 
10 years of baggage. 

Meanwhile, the likes 
of Emma Roberts, 
Hayden Panettiere, Eric 


Knudsen and Rory 
Culkin all make for 
solid bait for the ghost- 
face killer, whose men¬ 
ace can’t disguise his 
WWE-style ability to 
absorb pain!. 

However, the decent 
performances can’t sal¬ 
vage a film that, while 
clever in deconstructing 
the world of the horror 
movie, doesn’t make for 
a good scary movie. 

Perhaps Kevin 
Williamson intended the 
film to be like this, but 
too much winking and 
not enough imaginative 
slashing makes for a 
dull horror film, some¬ 
thing exacerbated by 
Wes Craven’s inability 
to bring anything fresh 


to the table. 

While not disgracing 
the franchise (that hon¬ 
our going to Scream 3), 
it is a rather limp return 
and Scream 4 fails to 
leave you wanting 
more. 

VERDICT-A poor 
outing all round. 

Scream 4 might make 
some salient points 
about the status of the 
horror genre in today’s 
Hollywood, but fails to 
scare up much in the 
way of jumps. 

Kevin Williamson’s 
script seems more con¬ 
cerned with point scor¬ 
ing, and Wes Craven’s 
direction all too often 
cruises along, leaving 
the film to be one you

Sarah felt that the 
venture was going real¬ 
ly well and a big attrac¬ 
tion is the recycled 
clothes on the Sliced 
Bread stall, which 
Sophie Creed of Treoes 
restyles. 

Sophie creates one- 
off items using various 
materials imaginatively 
to create totally unique 
pieces. 

“It’s a new twist on 
vintage,” explained 
Sophie. “I rework 
clothes by adding in 
something here and 
something there. No 
two garments will ever 
be the same.” 

Sophie goes to car 
boot sales and charity 
shops to find the basic 
garments and also the 
materials she needs - 
which could range from 
old table cloths and cur¬ 
tains to sheets. 

The centre is also the 
base for a successful 
knitting club each 
Monday afternoon, 
where knitters - and 
non knitters - are wel¬ 
come to enjoy a cup of 
tea and a natter. 

This is run by Sue 
Mayo, who has a wool 
stall in the market, 
where she sells hand 
dyed yams and her own 
ceramic buttons, which 
she designs herself and 
has specially made. 

Sue loves knitting 
and is always willing to 
give help and advice to 
people just learning the 
skill. 

“I started knitting 


when I was a little girl 
because we had an old 
lady living nearby who 
used to knit for a liv¬ 
ing,” she explained. 
“She started me off and 
used to give me bits of 
wool and other materi¬ 
als. I have knitted ever 
since.” 

She said that knitting 
was now back in a big 
way, with people get¬ 
ting together to knit all 
over the country. 

The centre also offers 
plants, hanging baskets 
and planters and this is 
the domain of Cath 
Jones, who has given up 
her teaching job to turn 
her hobby into her 
livelihood. 

She and her husband 
use their garden and an 
allotment to grow plants 
and Cath will be selling 
vegetable plants in pots 
shortly, as so many peo¬ 
ple find it difficult to 
grow from seed. 

The plants make an 
attractive entrance into 
the centre and also give 
possible customers a 
chance to see what’s on 
offer. 

In fact, many of the 
shops have plants on 
sale at the moment and 
they make the town 
very attractive and 
colourful. 

Recycling clothes 
and other items is also a 
big theme for the chari¬ 
ty shops in the town. 
They are urging people 
to have a clear-out of 
their wardrobes and 
cupboards as part of a 
spring clean. 

Theresa Seldon of 


the Red Cross shop in 
Penny Lane, reported 
that people were com¬ 
ing in looking for a new 
outfit for Easter, and 
new stock was arriving 
all the time. 

“People need to keep 
looking as we have new 
stuff every day. We 
have a mix of new cus¬ 
tomers and our regu¬ 
lars.” 

The shop does get 
vintage clothes, but it 
does not have a separate 
section for this and puts 
everything onto the 
rails, so customers have 
to have a good look 
through. 

“I know that this is 
very popular but we are 
too small to operate a 
separate section,” she 
said. 

Lois Boutique, 
owned by Sue Marshall, 
has moved into the for¬ 
mer Sanders shoe shop, 
which gives it lots more 
room. The old boutique 
is now a shoe shop - 
which helps retain 
choice for shoe shop¬ 


pers in town. 

Ceri Staziker of St 
Nicholas, was in there 
looking for a pair of 
black sandals and was 
accompanied by her 
six-year-old daughter 
Gwennan and her moth¬ 
er Janice Webber, who 
lives in Cwmavon but is 
moving to the area 
shortly. 

“I love shopping in 
Cowbridge,” she 
remarked. “It’s got a 
wonderful atmosphere 
and it’s very friendly. I 
am fed up with towns 
which are nothing but 
pound shops and multi¬ 
ples. Here, the shops 
are nearly all locally 
owned.” 

Dawn Payne is one 
of the women who 
work in the shoe shop 
and she said that it was 
a big hit with cus¬ 
tomers, increasing the 
choice for people. 

Barbara Davies 
works in the boutique 
and said that the new 
premises gave them a 
lot more room, meaning 


they could carry more 
stock and offer greater 
choice to customers. 

“The customers have 
been very supportive of 
the move,” she said. 
“We also have new peo¬ 
ple coming in all the 
time,” she said and 
added that many people 
had already bought new 
fashions for the spring, 
though new stock is 
arriving all the time so 
there is still plenty of 
choice.

Quick ball reached 
powerful wing Lloyd 
Pemberton who ran into 
space before looping a 
pass to Lloyd Evans. 

The flanker outpaced 
Ravens wing Steve 
Cullen to race in from 
30 metres for the home 
team’s opening try. 

Unfortunately he was 
able to take no further 
part in the game, and 
was replaced by the ever 
combative Lee Sims; 
Lewis converted. 

As is often the case 
after scoring, the 
Athletic showed a chink 
of light to their oppo¬ 
nents by knocking on at 
the kick-off. 

The resulting scrum 
saw Ravens No 8 loan 
Cunningham drive for¬ 
ward and win a penalty 
which Griffiths sent 
between the sticks to 
make the half-time score 
Athletic 22 Ravens 13. 

The Ravens returned 
to the fray with a 
renewed impetus, and 
with the sin-binned 
players restored they 
proved very effective at 
getting over the gain 
line. 

The Athletic were liv¬ 
ing on scraps of posses¬ 
sion and relying on long 
kicks out of defence to 
relieve the pressure, and 
when these kicks did not 
find touch, Luke 
Morgan and Ross Jones 
ran the ball back effec¬ 
tively and dangerously. 

The Ravens contin¬ 
ued to use their big ball 
carriers to good effect 


and the introduction of 
props Matthew Dwyer 
and Ken Dowding fresh¬ 
ened up the scrum 
against the tiring Rod 
Apsee and Wayne 
Fooks, who had per¬ 
formed manfully all 
afternoon. 

Even a relieving 
penalty proved danger¬ 
ous when Lewis missed 
touch and Habberfield 
ran dangerously into the 
home territory. 

He linked to his left 
and only a fine tackle by 
Rhys Jones saved the 
day, just metres from the 
Athletic line. 

All this pressure was 
bound to tell and the 
dam broke when indus¬ 
trious Ravens hooker 
Rhys Hewitt drove over 
from short range for a 


try converted by 
Griffiths. 

It wasn’t long before 
the Ravens turned the 
screw and, once again, 
Habberfield seized his 
opportunity, diving over 
for a try that gave the 
Ravens the lead once 
more; again Griffiths 
converted. 

The Ravens main¬ 
tained their dominance 
and only flashes of good 
play kept the Ath in the 
game. 

Bridgend forced 
another penalty and 
stretched the lead to

five metres out. 

The ball reached cap¬ 
tain Sean Williams, who 
had led by example all¬ 
day, but another moment 
of madness by Dowding 
saw him infringe and 
troop off for the remain¬ 
der of the game. 

The Athletic again 
opted for the line-out 
and another good take 
by Stoker set the ball up 
for a quick drive. 

Back came the ball 
for Morris to break the 
line, and as the defence 
came across, Rhys Jones 
stormed up on his shoul¬ 
der to carry three 
defenders over for the 
try to even the scores. 

Lewis made no mis¬ 
take with his conver¬ 


sion. 

The last three minutes 
were played out with 
some tension in the air 
but neither side could do 
any more and from a 
lineout, Sean Williams’ 
tap down was sent jubi¬ 
lantly to touch by Tom 
Davies for a memorable 
Bridgend Athletic victo¬ 
ry.

A browse through 
Athletic records reveals 
that the three - each one 
a magnificent bowler in 
their glory days - have 
brought a plethora of 
titles to the club at 
Commonwealth, British, 
Welsh and county lev¬ 
els. 

Russell Evans is 
known as far afield as 
New Zealand, Canada 
and South Africa, not to 
mention the home coun¬ 
tries, as the perfect 
‘gentleman of bowls’ on 
and off the green, and is 
Barry Athletic’s longest 
serving member, having 
joined the club in 1951. 

His list of bowling 
honours would stretch 
the entire length of any 
green, such is his 
remarkable playing 
record. 

Jim Morgan struck 
gold at the 

Commonwealth Games 
in Edinburgh in 1986 in 
the fours, to add to the 
bronze medal he won in 
the pairs at Edmonton, 
Canada, eight years ear¬ 
lier.

school of bowlers,

He was a Welsh inter¬ 
national from 1972 to 
1988, and, in recent 
years, made a major 
contribution to the 
Welsh Indoor Bowls 
Association as a selec¬ 
tor, team manager and 
executive member. 

Jim also played a 
leading role in the 
Welsh Bowls Umpires 
Association for almost 
thirty years. 

Gareth Humphreys, a 
doyen of Welsh bowls 
for many decades and 
an international from 
1963 to 1978, represent¬ 
ed Wales at the 1974 
Commonwealth Games 
in New Zealand and 
went on to become team 
manager of the national 
bowls squad. 

Gareth has made an 
enormous contribution 
to his sport as a player, 
administrator and coach¬ 
ing advisor and two 
years ago was awarded 
an MBE for services to 
Welsh bowls. 

He has been hon¬ 
oured by many organi¬ 
sations and has received 
the Welsh Sports 
Council and the 
Commonwealth Games 
Council for Wales 
scrolls of honour, both 
well deserved. 

Gareth has also com¬ 
piled and edited a com¬ 
prehensive centenary 
brochure. 

Barry Athletic, the 
only Welsh private 
greens club in the town, 
formed a centenary 
committee in 2008 with 
former Wales tourist 
chief executive Don 
Evans named as chair¬ 
man. 

The club also creates 
a unique record this sea¬ 
son by appointing a 
brother and sister as 
2011 team captains. 

Robert and Bethan 
Horgan, both Welsh 
internationals, will lead 
the club on the domestic 
front. 

Sprightly octogenari¬ 
an club chairman, Alf 
Pidduck, believes the 
future of his club is 
bright judging by new 
youngsters showing 
exciting form at local 
and county level.

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Bradley’s Ystradowen "win double’ as point-to 
-point gears up for Bonvilston Grand National 


T he Welsh 
Point-To- 
Point Grand 
National over three- 
and-a-half miles will 
be run at the 
Pentyrch Hunt 
Steeplechases at 
Redlands Park, 
Bonvilston, on 
Saturday. 

First held back in 
1983, when it was won 
by Cowbridge’s John 
Llewellyn aboard Donald 
Dix’s Mr Moneybags, the 
race has produced many 
exciting finishes and the 
following year, 1984, 
Loch Raven dead-heated 
with Wine Talk. 

There was another 
dead-beat in 1989 when 
Katesville dead-heated 
with the previous year’s 
winner Knock On The 
Head, ridden by local 
rider Paul Hamer. Ian 
Brice, who lives within 
walking distance of the 
course, won it with High 
Guardian in 1998 and 
local rider Paul Sheard 
pulled off one of the 
biggest shocks in the his¬ 
tory of the race when he 
scored on Its Only Me in 
2006 when the race was 
shortened from four 
miles to three-and-a-half 
miles. 

Perhaps the most 
famous rider to have won 
it is this year’s Gold Cup 
winning rider Sam 
Waley-Cohen, who won 
it a record three times on 
the French-bred Down in 
2002, 2003 and 2004. 

Last year, young 
Joseph Williams was 
successful on Galtee 
View, a former inmate of 
Llancarfan’s Evan 
Williams’s yard and the 
13-year-old will be out to 
repeat last year’s per¬ 
formance but could find 
things a lot harder this 


time. 

The ladies’ open is an 
AGA qualifier and the 
prolific Chesnut Annie 
and Lady Myfanwy are 
both entered. 

Racing gets under way 
with the first of the seven 
races at 2pm with the 
members’ race and Rae 
Jones’s Up There should 
get backers off to a good 
start. 

Meanwhile, Bradley 
Gibbs (16), who rides out 
for Aberthin’s Tim 
Vaughan, had plenty to 
smile about at the Ystrad 
Taf Fechan Hunt 
Steeplechases at 
Ystradowen. 

Bradley not only rode 
his first winner, but he 
also rode his first double! 
He began the day by rid¬ 
ing his father David’s 
Cinaman to victory over 
the pace-making Little 
Miss Monty in the 
Members’ race and in the 
last race of the day - the 
Aged Horses Maiden - 
he was successful on Mrs 
Mary Davies’s 
Glencaum, an eight-year- 
old bay mare trained by 
Mrs Davies’s husband 
John who was celebrat¬ 
ing his birthday. 

Paul Miles and his 
wife Myfanwy landed 
both the Men’s and 
Ladies’ Open races. 
Findlay’s Find, a five- 
year-old chestnut geld¬ 
ing, “bred to win a 
Derby” under Nick 
Williams according to 
Myfanwy, had a length- 
and-half to spare over 
Little Shilling, ridden by 
Tom David in the .John 
Lovell Memorial Men’s 
Open Race, and around 
40 minutes later, their 
prohfic mare Lady 
Myfanwy, ridden by 
Claire Hart, made one of 
her rare appearances at a 
Welsh meeting and 
came home a comfort¬ 


able three lengths clear 
of Micks Prospect, rid¬ 
den by Lucy Pearce. 

In ‘the restricted’, the 
grey Sheffield Don, a 10- 
1 chance, owned by Neil 
Edwards and David 
Spear of Bargoed, made 
every post a winning one 
under Johnny England to 
win by a length from 
Diamondaire ridden by 
Tom David. 

Not the easiest of 
horses to train, 10-year- 
old Sheffield Don cost 
his owners just £1,100 at 
the Ascot Sales a couple 
of years ago. Johnny 
England, who is attached 
to Evan Williams’s 
Llancarfan yard, had cel¬ 
ebrated his 20th birthday 
the day before. 

David Brace’s Ask The 
Thatcher, ridden by Tom 
David, took the ‘interme¬ 
diate’ by 10 lengths from 
Floridahal, ridden by 
Nick Williams, after 
leading his three rivals a 
merry gallop throughout. 
A winner over the course 
three weeks earlier. Ask 
The Thatcher was two 
seconds slower than win¬ 
ning last time. 

Bridgend builder 
Roger Willcox won the 
Young Horse Maiden 
with his ex-Irish point- 
to-pointer Dunshane, a 
five-year-old bay gelding 


trained by his son John. 
Dunshane, ridden by 
Josh Harris, was in a 
prominent position 
throughout and was left 
well clear when the 
chasing Millys Delight, 
who never looked like 
catching him, fell five 
fences from the finish. 

Dunshane won by five 
lengths from the 
favourite The Last Bullit 
who came from a long 
way behind. 

Rachel Leyshon (16), 
a former leading pony¬ 
racing competitor from 
the Vale of Glamorgan, 
notched up her first win 
at the Old Surrey & 
Burston meeting in Kent 
when she won the ladies’ 
open race on her mother 
Dianne’s Shake The 
Bottle, and Pyle’s Sally 
Randell trained the win¬ 
ner of the classic Lady 
Dudley Cup at the 
Worcestershire Point-To- 
Point when her 
Surenaga, ridden by Ben 
Poste, easily beat 25-1 
outsider Cedrus Libani.
